A STRIKING COSTBAST. 


lu a brief reference to the political 


situation, made by Governor Hayes, 
at Dayton, Ohio, on Wednesday 
evening, that gentleman said:' '"What- 
over may be the result at which the 
lawful authorities may arrive, you 
and I will quietly submit, and I 
have sufficient respeot and confi-

the people. 
If there is aay un- 


certainty aboutthe popular response, 
it should be left .to the arbitration 
of tho lawful authorities. 
There is 


no possibility of referring the ques- 
tion back to the people except 
through mobocratic appeals, a course 
which cotild only result in just such 
strifes as are constantly oecurriag in 
countries where the government is 
alternately run by one mob oi an- 
other. Mr. Tilden's advice to his 
supporters exhibits two bad traits in 
his character, and points to two dis- 
tinct measures, by either one of 
which he proposes to attempt to seat 
liimsolf in the Presidential chair. 
Ho is willing to bend the pregnant 
hinges of the knee and fawn upon the 
people in mass meetings assembled, 
nud finding that course unavailing, 
will then no longer postpone a^i ap- 
peal to the people who voted for 
him, to rise and hail him as the 
chief Executive. 
Eight thinking 


people have, only the most un- 
bounded contempt for professional 
office-seekers, and their disgust be- 
comes intensified when to the or- 
dinary tricks of the trade are added 
such disgraceful schemes as those 
to which Tilden has resorted to se- 
cure the Presidential prize.

•visors, to enter the truth on the re- 
ords, and that truth he, the Clerk, 
is to ascertain from the precinct re- 
turns of -which he is custodian. 
Counsel say all the Supervisors can 
flo is to declare the precinct returns 
tegular on tfee face, and they cannot 
by any act or error compel the Clerk 
Io falsify his record, ind certify to 
an untruth. Hi« Board simply 
orders the returns of the pre- 
cincts to be counted, «nd has no 
power to order a count of votes to 
bo entered which the precinct re- 
turns show to be untrue.
